FORM  OF  BEQUEST  TO  ANY  OF  THE  BOARDS.  ' 

The  State  laws  differ  so  much  that  no  one  form  will  answer  in  all  the  States,  but  in  every  case 
■it  is  essential  to  give  the  right  corporate  name. 

Bequests  for  Home  Missions  should  be  made  to  “ The  Boar^of  Home  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,"  which  is  now  the  corporate  title. 

Of  the  Board  of  Education  the  corporate  name  is  “ The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America .” 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  New  York,  under  the  style  of 
“ The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America." 

The  Board  of  Publication  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  under  the  style  of 
“ The  Trustees  of  the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication" 

The  Board  of  Church  Erection  is  incorporated  under  the  style  of  “ The  Trustees  of  the  Church 
Erection  Fund  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America," 
incorporated  March  31,  1855,  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Bequests  that  have  been  made  to  the  “ Trustees  of  the  General  Assembly,"  or  to  the  “ Trustees  of 
the  Presbyterian  House,"  for  Church  purposes,  will  be  valid. 

All  Bequests  made  to  the  incorporated  Boards  or  Committees  of  the  two  late  Assemblies  are 
valid,  and  will  be  received  by  the  Boards  which  are  their  legal  successors. 

The  Reliet  Fund  for  Disabled  Ministers,  and  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Ministers 
irequires  the  following  form: 

“1  give  and  bequeath  to  my  executors  hereinafter  named, dollars  in  trust,  nevertheless, 

that  they  shall,  within months  after  my  decease,  pay  the  same  to  the  Trustees  of  the  General 

Assembly  of  the.  l*resbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  for  the  use  of  the  Fund  lor  Dis- 
abled Ministers  and  their  Families.”

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MISSION  WORK  IN  KANSAS. 

This  country  is  experiencing  trying  times  financially.  The  failure  of  crops 
last  fall,  the  exceeding  low  price  for  the  preceding  crop,  and  the  long  severe 
winter,  hardly  yet  past,  make  it  very  hard  for  the  people  to  raise  money.  In 
fact  many  farmers  must  get  credit  for  seed  to  sow,  or  go  without.  Hence  the 
missionary  will  receive  but  little  ready  money  until  next  fall,  except  from  the 
Mission  Board.  At  the  same  time,  the  people  are  mindful  that  their  minis- 
ter’s family  and  horses  have  food  and  shelter.  I say  horses;  for  when  I tell 
you  that  my  parish  contains  over  500  square  miles,  which  I must  travel  over, 
as  much  as  possible,  once  a month,  you  will  say  the  missionary  needs  two 
horses.  While  there  are  many  things  to  cheer  and  encourage  the  missionary, 
yet  he  has  his  trials  and  discouragements  in  common  with  other  men.  He 
has  the  satisfaction  of  benefiting  others,  and  laying  foundations  upon  which 
generations  to  come  may  build,  with  safety  to  themselves  and  honor  to  the 
cause  of  Christ;  but  he  must  suffer  great  discomfort  also.  If  any  one  doubts 
this,  let  him  come  here,  chop  his  own  wood,  mend  his  own  harness,  tinker 
up  his  own  wagon,  patch  up  his  straw  barn  as  often  as  the  wind  blows  it  to 
pieces, — in  short,  do  all  of  his  own  work  (for  he  cannot  afford  to  hire  much 
on  a salary  of  $700  or  $800.)  Then  let  him  drive  over  these  bleak  prairies  in 
all  kinds  of  weather,  both  night  and  day;  sometimes  with  the  mercury  below 
zero,  and  sometimes  100  above ; and  he  will  soon  conclude,  if  the  missionary 
sought  personal  ease,  he  would  soon  abandon  the  field,  for  the  study  with  the 
pleasure  of  books;  and  long  muddy  roads,  for  the  comfort  of  short  and  clean 
sidewalks.  The  sudden  changes  and  incessant  winds  is  what  tries  men’s  con- 
stitutions. It  is  no  uncommon  thing  for  the  atmosphere  to  change  fifty 
degrees  in  a few  hours.  I have  experienced  this  myself,  and  suffered  severely. 
Sleeping  in  cold  rooms  and  spare  beds,  every  one  who  reflects  knows  is  a 
trying  ordeal.  Between  two  of  my  preaching  places  is  full  thirty  miles ; I 
haye  never  missed  but  once  on  account  of  storm.  But  these  things  are  fruit- 
ful sources  of  lung  diseases.  This  exposure  brought  me  nigh  unto  the  grave 
this  winter ; but  thanks  to  a kind  Providence,  I am  well  again  and  doing  full 
duty.  I have  learned  this  : That  no  constitution  can  endure  the  exposure  in 
this  climate  that  it  can  in.  an  eastern  climate.  This  is  not  my  experience 
alone,  and  no  man  without  a good  amount  of  physical  endurance  should  think 
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of  coming  here  to  do  missionary  work.  It  is  a mistake  that  eastern  ministers, 
impaired  in  health,  can  come  here  and  recruit  on  a mission  field ; for  in 
nine  cases  out  of  ten  it  will  destroy  him.  We  want  live,  vigorous,  practical 
men,  devoted  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  If  men  come  here  simply  to  get  their 
salary,  and  to  practise  the  art  of  preaching  preparatory  to  an  easier  field  of 
labor,  they  will  fail  in  every  sense  of  the  word  ; for  here  is  discernment  and 
intelligence,  as  well  as  in  eastern  towns  and  cities.  I do  not  say  these  things 
to  discourage  any  one;  but  to  correct  the  false  notion  some  have,  that  this  is 
the  “ Italy  of  America,”  and  anything  will  do  for  the  far  west.  This  is  a beau- 
tiful country  in  many  respects,  it  is  true;  but  let  us  have  the  truth.  We 
have  had  six  months  of  winter  already,  and  it  is  not  gone  yet.  Last  night 
(April  23d)  the  ground  froze  half  an  inch  deep.  Notwithstanding,  it  com- 
pares favorably  with  other  sections,  and  is  fast  filling  up  with  people  to  whom 
the  gospel  must  be  preached  cheaply,  and  with  much  labor  for  the  present. 
By  and  by  it  will  require  less  sacrifice.  I am  contented  and  happy,  for  I 
thiuk  I can  see  omens  of  a good  harvest.  I am  content  to  wait  the  Master’s 
time.  He  doeth  all  things  well ; I plant,  but  He  must  give  the  increase.  To 
Him  belongeth  the  praise  and  the  glory  forever  and  ever.

MISSION  WORK  IN  COLORADO. 

L , Col,  Feb.  18 tk,  1874. 

Hear  Brethren — The  past  quarter  has  in  all  respects  been  the  most  encour- 
aging one  we  have  had  as  yet.  At  our  communion  service  two  weeks  ago,  five 
were  received,  and  there  seemed  to  be  more  interest  and  deeper  feeling  than 
has  been  manifested  heretofore.  The  prayer-meeting,  which  languished  and 
died  Thursday  evenings,  has  revived  since  I changed  it  to  Sabbath  evenings, 
and  is  now  in  a flourishing  condition.  Our  Congregational  brethren  are  still 
talking  of  uniting  with  us,  but  whether  they  do  or  not,  we  expect  some  more 
additions  at  our  next  communion.  In  temporal  matters  we  have  also  occasion 
for  rej  icing,  for  some  of  the  ladies  met  one  evening,  and  resolved  that  it  was 
a shame,  &c.,  that  I should  have  labored  for  eight  months,  and  have  received 
only  two  dollars  in  money,  and  two  bags  of  flour  and  some  butter  during  that 
time,  and  that  they  would  get  up  a donation  and  festival.  It  was  something 
entirely  new,  but  they  had  an  elegant  supper,  of  which  over  one  hunched  par- 
took, and  the  proceeds,  together  with  flour,  potatoes,  chickens,  eggs,  &c.,  &c., 
amounted  to  about  two  hundred  dollars.  Everything  passed  off  finely,  and 
everybody  seemed  highly  delighted,  and  as  nothing  in  any  way  objectionable 
was  resorted  to  to  secure  money  or  gifts,  the  ladies  were  still  happier,  if  pos- 
sible, than  the  recipients  of  the  donation.  Last  fall  I was  quite  unwell,  and 
at  times  almost  unable  to  walk  to  the  hall  where  I preach,  although  it  is  but 
two  hundred  yards  distant,  but  I struggled  on  and  kept  up  the  services  regu- 
larly. Sometimes,  when  I attempted  to  make  calls,  I became  so  tired  that  I 
was  compelled  to  return  home  and  lie  down,  while  at  others  my  wife  would 
take  my  arm  and  assist  me  to  the  house,  and  then  put  me  to  bed  and  bathe 
me  with  alcohol,  and  administer  stimulants  in  order  that  the  wheels  of  life 
might  not  run  down.  I saw  some  very  hard  times,  but  God  not  only  sustained 
me  then,  but  he  blessed  the  work,  and  I know  that  we  have  more  than  three 
times  the  regard  and  love  that  we  had  when  we  came  on  the  field.  Matters 

at  Y are  not  altogether  encouraging,  and  I hardly  know  at  times  what 

to  do  there.  Rev.  Mr.  C , their  former  minister,  was  quite  popular, 

aud  nearly  all  wished  him  to  remain,  and  when  he  left,  some  declared  they 
would  never  go  to  church  again,  and  I think  have  never  been  ; others  said 
that  they  would  tear  off  the  weather-boards  that  their  money  had  put  on.  while 
others  declared  that  they  would  “ make  it  hot”  for  his  successor,  even  if  it  was 
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Paul  himself.  I have  been  going  there  since  the  middle  of  November,  and 
have  been  treated  kindly,  but  I do  not  know  how  much  good  I have  accom- 
plished, albeit  I have  striven  most  of  all  to  be  a peacemaker.  Time  is  my  ally. 

The  distance  to  V is  twelve  miles,  and  there  is  a divide  about  four  miles 

this  side  that  is  always  cold,  if  it  is  cold  anywhere,  so  that  our  ride  is  usually 

an  unpleasant  one.  Two  weeks  ago  my  wife  and  I left  there  for  L at 

two  o’clock  on  Sabbath  afternoon,  and  came  along  comfortably  for  two  miles, 
when  it  began  to  snow  furiously,  coming  directly  into  our  faces.  Our  pony 
disliked  the  feathery  flakes,  and  required  constant  guiding  to  keep  him  in  the 
road,  and  constant  urging  to  make  him  pull  the  wagon  at  all  through  the  mud 
and  snow.  I began  to  fear  that  we  should  lose  our  way  and  wander  about  on 
the  prairie  until  tired  out,  but  we  kept  the  road  and  all  seemed  to  be  well  with 
us  until  we  were  four  miles  from  home,  when  suddenly  a blast  from  the  Rocky 
Mountains  reached  our  ears,  and  the  cold  wind  came  upon  us  with  great  fury. 
I tied  the  lines  together  and  threw  them  over  the  dash-board,  and  took  from 
beneath  my  feet  a brick  that  yet  retained  some  heat,  and  thus  succeeded  in 
keeping  my  fingers  from  freezing,  but  it  was  impossible  to  keep  the  body  warm 
as  the  wind  penetrated  our  clothes,  and  robbed  us  of  the  needed  heat.  My 
shawl  soon  became  frozen  stiff  upon  me,  and  the  blankets  were  as  rigid  as 
sheet-iron,  so  that  we  were  literally  encased  in  ice.  When  we  reached  the 
village,  we  stopped  at  the  hotel,  and  the  kind  landlady  dug  us  out  of  our  frozen 
coverings  and  in  a little  while  thawed  us  out  enough  to  enable  us  to  move 
around  and  show  that  we  were  still  alive,  but  it  was  several  days  before  we 
fully  reotered  from  our  trip.  I could  tell  of  other  hardships,  but  this  one 
will  suffice  to  show  that  we  are  not  on  u flowery  beds  of  ease,”  while  working 
for  the  Master.  But  he  will  not  forget.  He  has  been  very  kind  to  us,  and  I 
wish  to  give  him  through  your  Board  ten  dollars  as  a thank-offering.

HOW  THEY  LABOR  IN  MINNESOTA. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  trial  to  this  section  of  the  country.  The  people, 
poor  at  first,  lost  their  crops  last  season  by  grasshoppers,  and  had  it  not  been 
for  the  benefactions  of  other  portions  of  the  State,  and  the  providential  mild- 
ness of  the  winter,  there  would  have  been  much  suffering. 

This  condition  of  misfortune  upon  poverty  has  its  drawbacks  upon  our 
•church  matters.  We  have  hoped  for  light  ahead,  but  our  people  feel  sadly 
discouraged.  Still,  however,  I feel  assured  that  there  is  light  ahead,  and 
that  the  night  of  discouragement  and  trial  is,  in  His  hand  who  rules  all,  a 
means  of  discipline  to  fit  us  for  the  work  of  the  day  of  light  which,  I hope,  is 
not  far  distant.  Our  church  members  generally  are  unable  to  pay  money  for 
any  of  our  work,  either  at  home  or  for  our  Boards.  Subscription  papers  and 
contribution  boxes,  or  circulating  hats,  are  unprofitable  instruments  here — 
about  as  much  so  as  a McCormick  reaper  or  a grain-header  would  be  on  the 
unbroken  prairie.  We  are  not  ready  for  them,  and  yet  our  ecclesiastical  soil, 
I firmly  believe,  has  the  elements  of  productiveness  in  it,  and  if  we  can  fight 
successfully  ecclesiastical  grasshoppers,  or  rather  the  grasshoppers  that  are  a 
burden  to  ecclesiastical  fields,  we  will  yet  show  you  a rich  harvest  from  the 
fields  that  do  not  pay  for  spring  time  reaping.  I confess  that  I have  often 
been  discouraged  and  have  looked  longingly  toward  other  fields,  and  have 
almost  felt  like  emigrating,  but  when  I think  of  the  feeble  flock  being  left 
uncared  for,  and  the  furrows  already  ploughed  growing  up  to  wild  weeds 
again,  my  heart  rebukes  me,  and  I put  on  chronological  spectacles,  look  into 
the  fruitful  future  for  a little,  and  then  turn  again  to  my  ecclesiastical  plough, 
and  the  precious  spiritual  seed  basket  (if  I may  be  allowed  thus  to  liken  the 
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blessed  Book)  which  the  great  Master  of  the  vineyard  has  given  us,  and  recall 
His  blessed  words,  (Jno.  iv.  36)  “That  both  he  that  soweth  and  he  that 
reapeth  may  rejoice  together/’  So  now  I am  determined  to  stay  and  work,, 
and  leave  the  results  with  Him  whose  hand  alone  controls  the  elements,  and 
who  can  bring  an  abundant  harvest  to  gladden  our  hearts. 

In  writing  to  a good  brother  in  our  Presbytery  about  our  discouragements,. 
I made  the  remark  that  the  grasshoppers  had  collected  my  salary,  but  had 
not  handed  it  over.  Now  I don’t  know  that  I am  not  doing  these  little  pub- 
licans an  injustice,  for  certainly  I have  learned  a lesson  of  perseverance  from 
them,  and  I think  that  eventually  this  grasshopper  raid  will  be  found  a great 
blessing  to  all.  To  explain  which,  I give  you  the  following  : Two  years  ago  I 
had  a little  pot  and  a box  at  my  door,  in  which  I had  some  spindling  tomato- 
plants.  Before  they  were  stout  enough  to  transplant,  I found  those  in  the 
box  cut  off — as  I thought  by  bugs  or  worms — not  a leaf  left,  and  supposing 
that  they  were  ruined,  turned  the  earth  out  of  the  box,  and  used  it  for 
another  purpose.  A day  or  two  after  I went  out  early,  and  saw  a little 
gopher  sitting  up  on  his  haunches,  with  paws  on  the  edge  of  the  pot,  making 
his  breakfast  off  my  tomato  plants.  Of  course  I disturbed  the  enjoyment  of 
his  repast,  but  not  till  he  had  cut  the  plants  nearly  to  the  earth.  Not  want- 
ing the  pot  for  any  other  purpose,  it  remained  where  it  was,  and  after  a few 
days  the  little  stalks  put  forth  leaves  and  grew  to  be  stocky  fine  plants,  instead 
of  the  former  sickly  spindling  things  that  they  were  before  they  were  nipped, 
and  proved  at  last  the  most  fruitful  vines  in  our  garden. 

Thus  it  is  with  our  new  country.  Beautiful  rich  soil,  fine  prospects  for 
getting  rich  all  at  once,  has  given  the  majority  of  our  people  airy,  spindling 
notions.  We  have  been  having  a sort  of  hotbed  growth,  and  needed  to  be 
nipped,  and  so  God  sent  us  grasshoppers.  I hope  we  will  all  see  soon  the 
reason  we  have  to  be  thankful  to  him  for  preventing  us  thus  from  “ growing 
all  to  straw,”  from  being  “ nothing  but  leaves.” 

I do  not  wish  to  represent  to  you,  however,  that  we  are  sitting  still,  by  say- 
ing that  we  are  not  ready  for  such  reapers  or  headers  as  subscription  papers 
and  contribution  boxes.  We  are  trying  to  do  what  we  can  in  the  way  that 
we  can  do  the  most.  Grading  can  be  done  for  Zion’s  highway  in  some  places 
with  team  and  scraper  to  the  best  advantage,  but  with  us  we  need  pickaxe  and 
shovel  and  individual  laborers  to  dig,  and  so  we  have  adopted  a different  plan 
for  our  present  work  from  the  usual  team  and  scraper  method. 

One  man  picked  and  dug  five  cents  now  and  then,  and  from  his  little  pile, 
$5  20,  I sent  to  the  Board  of  Education  $5.  Another  put  in  a blast  in  the 
shape  of  an  acre  of  wheat,  and  though  it  seemed  as  if  his  powder  would  be 
wet  in  the  grasshopper  flood,  the  thing  “ fizzed”  a little  and  went  off,  making 
out  a half  job  to  the  amount  of  $10.  Missionary  pigs  also  came  to  our  aid 
and  rooted  up  $18  15  more.  Now  we  scrape  up  as  follows:  $2  35  goes  to  pay 
assessments  of  Presbytery ; $5  has  been  shovelled  into  Dr.  Wilson’s  cart 
(which,  by  the  way,  he  may  be  called  upon  to  dump  again  several  times  right 
here,  as  we  yet  expect  to  build).  You  may  request  Treasurer  Eaton  to  retain 
$26  out  of  the  appropriation  he  is  abouUo  send  me,  and  distribute  as  follows : 
Send  to  Peter  Walker  $5  for  a new  coil  of  fuse  (20  copies  of  the  Presby- 
terian Record ),  as  we  are  putting  in  more  blasts;  give  $5  to  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions;  give  $5  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions;  send  $4  to  the 
Board  of  Education  ; send  $3  to  the  Disabled  Ministers’  Fund,  &c. ; send  $2 
to  the  Board  of  Publication  ; send  $1  to  the  Freedmen’s  Committee;  put  $1 
into  Dr.  Jacobus’  Sustentation  Omnibus;  and  when  you  all  come  around  next 
year,  I hope  you  may  find  better  loads  in  readiness,  though  we  have  a big 
hole  to  fill  here,  if  our  house  of  worship  goes  up  this  year.  Our  money  here 
will  come  mainly  from  this  method  of  putting  in  the  crop.  Already  I have 
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sent  out  seed  for  two  acres  of  wheat,  and  one  brother  promises  four  acres 
of  flax.  I will  not  further  weary  you,  as  the  mail  train  is  nearly  due. 

Praying  ever  that  the  Lord  will  care  for  all  who,  with  you,  are  laboring  in 
His  cause,  I remain  yours  in  the  Gospel,  E.  S. 


EFFECTS  OF  MIGRATION. 

Kansas , March  Ylth,  1874. 

Dear  Brethren — The  last  quarter  of  my  year,  under  commission  of  the 
Board,  has  been,  as  regards  results  such  as  we  love  to  see  and  record,  unevent- 
ful. There  has  been  no  revival  of  religion  among  us.  There  has  been  a steady 
gain,  abating  the  stormy  Sabbaths,  in  the  numbers  of  our  congregations  and 
in  the  numbers  and  interest  in  our  Sabbath-school.  I have  an  interesting 
class  of  fifteen  to  twenty  young  men  in  the  Sabbath-school.  I am  hoping  for 
some  spiritual  fruit  from  this  intercourse. 

This  year  has  been  one  of  financial  difficulty  with  several  of  our  people,  and 
it  has  been  hard  for  some  to  meet  their  engagements,  but  I am  happy  to  say 
that  as  a society  we  have  done  better  than  we  feared,  and  the  church  has  fully 
settled  with  your  missionary  up  to  the  close  of  the  year,  ending  February  28th. 
Still  we  have  been  weakened  the  past  year  by  the  removal  of  important  mem- 
bers, and  although  we  hope  in  the  coming  year  that  the  places  of  these  will 
be  made  good,  we  cannot  rely  upon  any  advance  upon  the  contributions  of  the 
past  year  toward  the  missionary’s  support.  Some  of  our  people  are  feeling 
that  they  must  have  a house  of  worship  of  their  own,  and  while  we  cannot  raise 
a very  large  subscription  among  ourselves,  we  feel — many  of  us — that  if  we 
work  with  our  might  for  this  end,  God  will  help  us  to  a successful  issue.  I 
never  felt  more  confidence  in  laboring  for  anything,  than  in  reference  to  this. 
We  have  received  three  by  letter  to  our  communion  during  the  last  quarter. 

You  must  allow  me  to  speak  of  one  trial  in  the  work.  I do  not  believe  it 
is  profitable  to  dwell  upon  trials,  especially  for  those  who  have  the  divine  pro- 
mise of  ultimate  victory,  but  I cannot  help  alluding  to  this  one  as  peculiar. 
It  is,  when  men  of  reputation,  and  in  honor  for  piety  and  devotion  to  good 
works,  at  the  East,  come  hither  and  seem  to  lose  all  cordial  interest  in  spiritual 
things,  all  regard  for  the  reputation  which  they  had  earned  for  years  in  good 
service  in  Christ’s  church,  and  lose  their  love — and  themselves  in  the  spirit 
of  the  world.  It  is  to  me  almost  incomprehensible  that  one  laboring  for  Christ 
in  church  and  Sabbath-school  for  twenty-five  to  thirty  years  with  apparent 
zest  and  love,  should  come  out  here  to  have  common  honesty  compromised, 
and  to  let  it  be  possible  to  be  said,  “ that  those  who  know  one  best  trust  one 
least!”  Well,  if  Go*d  can  bear  such  things,  his  servants  ought  to  be  like  him, 
and  on  account  of  such  failures  not  to  lose  confidence  in  the  truly  good.  God 
breaks  our  idols  that  we  may  trust  in  him;  “ Cease  ye  from  man,  whose  breath 
is  in  his  nostrils,  for  wherein  is  he  to  be  accounted  of?”  God  gives  us  a com- 
pensation— many  compensations — but  this  one  as  a particular  offset,  that  we  fiud 
some  of  the  purest  gold  in  those  from  whom  we  looked  for  least.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  FIFTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Board  first  acknowledges  the  unspeakable  kindness  and  mercy  of  God  to 
it  during  the  labors  of  the  year. 

A compendious  “Permanent  Manual”  has  been  published  upon  “The  Spirit 
and  Work”  of  the  Board,  which  is  intended  to  be  a condensed  summary  of  the 
most  important  historical,  ecclesiastical,  and  legal  information  related  to  the 
cause  •,  and  the  chief  motives  and  encouragements  to  prayer,  contributions,  and 
efforts  in  its  behalf.  Pastors,  church  officers,  candidates  and  their  instructors, 
and  church  members  should  put  the  contents  of  the  Manual  to  earnest  practical 
use,  and  thus  help  to  give  an  important  impulse  to  the  work. 

CANDIDATES. 

The  Board  has  aided,  during  the  year  ending  April  1,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Presbyteries,  the  numbers  following: 

Theological  students, 206 

Collegiate  students,  .......  308 

Academic  students .36 

Total  aided  during  the  year 550 

Of  the  above,  there  were  new  recommendations,  90  ; annual  renewals  of  former 
recommendations,  460. 

The  number  of  German,  Portuguese,  and  other  foreign  students  was  36;  of 
Welsh  Calvinistic,  8 ; of  colored,  55.  \ 

There  are  reported  72  candidates  in  connection  with  the  Board  who  have  com- 
pleted their  studies  at  the  Theological  Seminaries. 

Appropriations  have  been  discontinued  during  the  year  to  15  ; that  is,  on 
account  of  protracted  ill  health,  to  2 ; for  marrying,  to  1 ; on  account  of  irregulari- 
ties, to  2 ; because  of  other  provisions  sufficient  for  their  support,  to  10. 

The  Theological  students  have  been  distributed  among  13  institutions,  the  Col- 
legiate among  52,  and  the  Academical  among  17.  Number  of  Presbyteries  repre- 
sented, 115. 

The  number  of  students  during  the  year  550,  is  a diminution  of  somewhat  less 
than  one-fifth  from  that  of  last  year;  which  has  been  caused  chiefly  by  the  debts 
which  have  loaded  the  principal  Boards  for  the  last  two  years,  and  discouraged 
young  men  whose  hearts  otherwise  would  have  inclined  them  to  become  ministers 
of  the  gospel. 

This  is  still  a large  increase,  thirty  per  cent.,  over  the  entire  average  number, 
421,  aided  by  the  old  Board  and  Committee  together,  during  the  seven  years  pre- 
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vious  to  the  reunion  of  the  two  branches  of  the  Church  of  which  they  were  the 
organs. 

If  the  Church  judges  that  the  present  number  is  too  small  to  meet  the  necessi- 
ties of  her  vacancies  and  mission  fields,  the  remedy  is  chiefly  to  be  found  in 
such  a liberal  increase  of  contributions  to  the  Board  of  Education  as  will  assure 
her  young  men  of  piety  that  she  is  sincere  in  her  declarations  ; and  that  she  will 
keep  her  promises  of  pecuniary  assistance  after  they  have  left  other,  and  often 
remunerative  employments,  at  her  solicitation. 

CARE  AS  TO  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  requirement  of  a pecuniary  recommendation  from  the  church  session  to 
the  Presbytery,  although  it  was  not  perfectly  carried  out  in  this  first  year,  because 
of  the  temporary  absence  of  the  Secretary  for  the  sake  of  health,  has,  as  the 
Board  thinks,  done  much  towards  accomplishing  the  designs  of  the  Assembly  in 
imposing  it.  It  has  prevented  a number  of  applications  for  aid  to  those  who 
could  really  dispense  with  it,  and  has  caused  the  Board  to  decline  rendering  it 
in  some  other  cases  through  the  information  elicited. 

THE  TREASURY. 

The  direct  receipts  for  the  year  have  been  $92,994.19  : to  which  are  to  be 
added  $4,111.05,  from  the  Special  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly,  making 
a total  of  $97,105.24. 

The  full  payments  have  been  made  for  the  three  quarters  of  the  present  collegi- 
ate year,  and  a portion  of  those  of  the  fourth  quarter,  ending  May  1st,  which  the 
Theological  students  require  before  its  close.  They  have  amounted,  with  current 
expenses,  to  $92,972.05.  Adding  to  these  $4,111.05,  paid  to  the  students  on 
account  of  the  special  debt  at  the  close  of  the  last  collegiate  year,  the  total  pay- 
ments were  $97,083.10.  Balance  on  hand,  $22  14. 

The  appropriations  of  the  year  have  all  been  paid  with  reasonable  promptness. 
At  the  same  time  a large  portion  of  the  debts,  which  have  so  greatly  embarrassed 
the  Board  for  the  past  two  years,  have  been  cleared  off.  There  is  every  prospect 
that  the  Board  will  now  be  able,  with  the  increasing  liberality  which  it  may  fairly 
hope  for  from  the  churches,  to  go  forward  in  the  fulfilment  of  its  great  designs. 

Debts  remain  in  bank  since  last  spring,  upon  which  6 per  cent,  interest  has 
been  paid,  to  the  amount  of  $9,500;  and  about  $2,000  will  be  needed  to  meet 
other  obligations  of  the  year.  Total  debts  at  this  time,  $11,500. 

There  is  required  to  meet  present  wants  the  amount  of  the  debts  previously 
mentioned,  and  hear  $10,000  for  the  remainder  of  the  May  appropriations,  for 
which  the  reports  have  not  yet  been  received  ; making,  in  all,  about  $21,500. 

The  summer  collections  should  be  large,  in  order  to  meet  the  payments  of  the 
first  and  second  quarters  of  the  next  collegiate  year;  which  maybe  estimated, 
with  the  probable  increase  of  students,  and  the  more  liberal  grants  which  the 
Board  will  make  if  provided  with  the  means,  at  $25,000  each. 

The  amount  which  will  be  needed  for  the  collegiate  year  now  commencing,  may 
be  estimated  at  $11,500  for  debts  mentioned,  and  $25,000  for  each  quarter;  total , 
$111,500. 

LEGACIES. 

The  Board  has  been  enabled  to  pass  through  the  financial  tempests  of  the  past 
year  without  incurring  any  new  loans,  partly  through  the  help  it  has  received  in 
an  unusual  number  of  liberal  testamentary  gifts,  amounting  in  all  to  $14,625. 
Legacies  to  the  amount  of  $11,150,  have  been  received  during  the  year,  which 
were  to  be  funded,  and  only  the  interest  used  by  the  Board. 
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The  funded  legacies  of  the  Board,  all  of  which,  except  possibly  the  Phelps 
Scholarship,  which  was  received  from  the  old  Permanent  Committee,  have  been 
received  during  the  last  eight  years,  now  amount  to  $41,850.  They  are  invested 
in  safe  legal  securities,  and  pay  to  the  Treasury  the  total  interest  of  $2,560  per 
annum.  This  sura,  small  as  it  is  in  comparison  with  the  living  gifts  of  the 
churches,  and  with  the  necessities  of  the  cause,  yet  is  of  material  service  in  sup- 
plementing the  appropriations  to  the  candidates;  and  these  pious  testaments  to 
this  good  cause  are  most  gratefully  acknowledged. 

HELPS  TO  GREATER  EFFICIENCY* 

An  earnest  desire  is  expressed  by  the  Board  for  the  change  of  the  Monthly 
Record  to  a newspaper  shape,  and  its  general  circulation  amidst  the  vast  mass  of 
Presbyterian  families  who  never  see  a Presbyterian  newspaper,  and  know  nothing 
of  our  Church  work  or  its  wants.  While  the  belief  is  expressed  that  the  churches 
should  adopt  the  scriptural  system  of  giving,  the  Board  requests  of  the  Assembly 
the  appointment  of  uniform  times  for  the  annual  collections  of  those  which  as  yet 
make  but  one  general  contribution  in  the  year ; that  thus  the  present  great  con- 
fusion as  to  appeals  and  collections  may  be  avoided. 

The  marked  increase  of  the  work  in  this  department  of  the  Church’s  work  in 
soundness  and  thoroughness,  the  universal  appointment  and  cordial  cooperation 
of  Committees  of  Education  in  the  Presbyteries  and  Synods,  and  the  general 
interest  of  the  church  sessions  in  the  character  of  the  candidates  whom  they 
recommend,  are  grounds  of  great  encouragement. 

It  is  believed  that  the  number  of  candidates  should  be  increased,  but  this  can 
only  be  effected  practically  by  a liberal  increase  of  contributions  for  the  support 
of  those  who  offer  themselves.  The  Church  and  her  missionary  fields  greatly 
need  them.  With  ministers  must  rest  the  responsibility.  Their  appeals  to  their 
people  would  supply  all  the  funds  which  the  Board  needs,  and  would  rouse  them 
to  sincere  sympathy  and  prayers  for  its  success. 


SHALL  THE  NUMBER  OF  CANDIDATES  FOR  THE  MINISTRY  BE 

INCREASED? 

The  practical  and  final  answer  to  this  important  question  must  depend  chiefly 
upon  the  liberality  of  the  contributions  which  the  members  of  the  churches  make 
to  the  Board  of  Education.  The  Presbyterian  Church  seems  to  this  Board,  to 
need  men.  Last  year,  leaving  out  of  view  other  means  of  diminution,  ninety-one 
deaths  alone  in  the  ministry  were  reported  to  the  General  Assembly;  this  year 
the  Board,  which  aids  the  largest  share  of  the  young  men,  reports  but  seventy-two 
to  take  their  places ; the  general  loss  is  fully  equal  to  the  general  gain.  Vast 
home  fields  are  lying  destitute  of  the  gospel.  The  appalling  desolations  of  the 
heathen  world  arouse  the  anger  of  a righteous  God,  who  knows  our  guilty  sloth 
and  worldliness.  Other  Churches  lack  young  men  who  are  willing  to  go  and 
preach  ; but  we  have  no  such  excuse.  The  sin  of  our  Church  is  that  her  people 
do  not  give  the  pecuniary  means  vhich  are  required  to  qualify  those  who  are 
willing  for  the  duty.  She  has  abundant  wealth.  Her  very  poorest  congregation 
is  richer  than  most  of  those  in  heathen  and  other  lands,  which  earnestly  do  wbat 
they  can  for  the  Saviour.  “ But  many  sleep.”  The  cause  of  Ministerial  Educa- 
tion needs  to  be  spread  before  the  people  by  the  ministry  themselves  in  all  its 
extensive  and  vital  relationship  to  the  Kingdom  of  Christ;  and  thus  their  fervent 
prayers  and  their  large  contributions  be  attracted  to  it  as  the  primary  instru- 
mentality of  the  Church  for  the  sanctification  of  our  nation  and  for  the  conversion 
of  the  world  to  God.— Ann.  Rep.

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RECENT  INTELLIGENCE. 

Death  of  Mrs.  Campbell. — We  learn  with  much  regret  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Campbell,  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  James  R.  Campbell,  D.D.,  of  the  Lodiana  Mis- 
sion. She  died  at  Ambala  on  the  19th  of  March,  after  severe  illness.  For  some 
time  previously  her  health  had  been  feeble.  She  arrived  in  India  with  her 
husband  in  1836,  so  that  she  was  one  of  the  oldest  missionaries  of  the  Board. 
Her  family  and  numerous  friends  are  comforted  by  the  hope  that  she  has  entered 
into  the  rest  that  remaineth  to  the  people  of  God. 

Added  to  the  Church. — Dr.  Jessup  mentions  that  a young  teacher  and  his  wife 
were  received  as  members  of  the  church  at  Beirut,  Syria,  and  that  several  new 
members  had  lately  been  received  at  other  stations.  “ At  least  twenty  persons 
are  now  asking  admission  to  the  Beirut  church.”  Mr.  Blackford  refers  to  a con- 
vert from  Romanism,  received  by  the  church  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  who  had  come 
from  a place  800  miles  in  the  interior.  He  had  never  heard  a sermon  preached 
until  his  visit  to  Rio,  but  had  obtained  his  knowledge  of  religion  from  the  Bible, 
religious  tracts,  and  copies  of  the  newspaper  published  by  the  mission.  Others 
in  the  same  place  were  receiving  favorable  impressions  from  the  same  means. 
Two  new  members  were  admitted  to  the  church  of  San  Louis  Potosi,  Mexico,  and 
thirty-one  adults  and  eight  children  were  baptized  at  Zacatecas.  The  number  of 
communicants  now  in  the  church  of  Zacatecas  is  sixty.  Mr.  Thompson  refers  to 
three  and  five  new  communicants  received  by  the  native  church  in  Yedo. 

Persecution  at  Tabriz,  Persia,  through  the  instigation  of  Armenian  eccle- 
siastics, by  the  Musalman  authorities,  had  resulted  in  severe  suffering  to  some  of 
the  attendants  at  the  mission  services ; some  were  imprisoned  and  beaten  with 
many  stripes.  But  on  application  to  the  higher  officers,  the  imprisoned  were 
set  at  liberty,  and  violence  had  ceased.  Both  at  Beirut  and  at  Constantinople 
attempts  had  been  made  to  hinder  the  work  of  the  mission  presses.  These 
attempts  had  not  proved  successful,  but  they  probably  show  a spirit  of  opposition 
again  rising  against  missionary  efforts. 

Notices  of  Missionaries. — The  Rev.  S.  L.  Gillespie  and  his  wife,  Rev.  S.  H. 
Murphy,  Dr.  G.  W.  Taylor,  and  Mrs.  S.  E.  Hendricks,  have  returned  to  this 
country  from  the  Gaboon  and  Corisco  mission.  Mrs.  Hendricks'  return  was 
caused  by  serious  illness,  requiring  Dr.  Taylor’s  professional  services  on  the 
voyage.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  her  health  is  much  better.  Dr.  Taylor  had 
been  very  ill  himself,  but  received  benefit  from  the  voyage.  He  and  Mr.  Murphy 
expect  to  return  to  the  mission.  Miss  Sarah  M.  Cummings,  of  San  Francisco,  a 
daughter  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Cummings,  of  Portland,  Maine,  has  been  appointed 
as  a missionary  teacher  in  connection  with  the  mission  to  the  Chinese  in  California. 
Miss  Sarah  C.  Seward,  M.  D.,  and  Miss  Mary  N.  Wilson,  have  been  appointed  as 
missionaries  of  the  Board.  They  were  for  some  time  missionaries  of  the  Ladies’ 
Union  Missionary  Society,  at  Allahabad,  India,  where  they  will  continue  in  their 
work.  The  arrival  of  the  Rev.  S.  A.  Davenport,  M.  D.,  at  Ningpo,  China,  is 
■reported  ; and  of  Mrs.  J.  A.  Leyenberger,  of  Ningpo,  at  San  Francisco,  returning, 
as  we  regret  to  learn,  on  account  of  health.  Mr.  Leyenberger  remains  at  his 
station.  The  Rev.  J.  Gillis  has  felt  constrained  to  withdraw  from  the  Seminole 
mission,  on  account  of  his  wife’s  health.  We  are  glad  to  mention  that  the  Rev. 
J . R.  Ramsey,  long  connected  with  this  mission,  has  returned  to  its  service. 
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Per  Centage  or  Executive  Expenses. — The  cost  of  executive  expenses  in  the 
last  year,  for  the  regular  receipts  of  the  Board,  (special  receipts  for  debt  not  in- 
cluded,) was  less  than  4.7  per  cent — if  the  amount  expended  for  printing  the 
monthly  periodicals  and  the  annual  report  is  deducted,  as  money  returned  to  the 
donors  ; if  this  amount  for  printing  is  not  deducted,  then  the  cost  of  executive 
expenses  is  7.6  per  cent.  We  may  add  that  the  salaries  paid  to  the  executive 
officers  were — to  the  senior  secretary  $3,000 ; to  the  second  secretary  $4,000  ; to 
the  junior  secretary  $5,000  ; to  the  treasurer  $3,000;  making  in  all  less  than 
three-fourths  of  the  above  four  and  seven-tenths  per  cent.

A GOOD  END  OF  THE  YEAR. 

We  are  grateful  to  be  able  to  make  so  good  a report  of  the  last  year,  ending 
May  1st,  both  in  a financial  point  of  view,  and  in  regard  to  the  general  progress 
of  the  work.  As  to  the  latter,  we  must  refer  our  readers  to  the  Report  itself.  It 
shows  reverses  hardly  anywhere,  steady  advance  in  most  of  the  mission  fields, 
and  great  progress  in  some  of  them.  In  all  of  them,  we  trust  there  is  a leavening 
process  at  work  among  the  people,  as  the  result  of  the  gospel  preached,  which  in 
the  present  condition  of  most  unevangelized  countries  is  far  more  important  than 
mere  statistical  returns  of  converts  made  ; but  converts  are  reported  in  larger 
numbers  than  in  any  former  year. 

As  to  financial  matters,  the  Board  ended  the  year  virtually  out  of  debt— the 
balance  standing  against  the  mission  treasury  being  only  $641.91.  We  arrange 
the  figures  as  follows  :

We  think  this  brief  statement  will  call  forth  warm  thanksgivings  from  many 
hearts.  We  do  not  forget  that  to  reach  this  result,  painful  retrenchments  or 
restrictions  had  to  be  made  in  most  of  the  missions ; but  these  were  acquiesced 
in  with  submission,  and  with  the  feeling  that  almost  anything  is  better  than  a 
debt.  We  will  hope  that  the  time  of  restriction  will  not  last  long,  and  that  the 
year  now  begun  will  be  marked  by  growing  interest  in  this  sacred  cause.  Let 
this  interest  be  shown,  not  only  by  gracious  gifts,  but  by  fervent  prayers. 
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MISSIONARY  EXPERIENCE. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Martyn,  in  India,  April  24th,  1807,  wrote  as  follows  : 

“ . . . Yet  thanks  are  due  to  the  Lord  for  showing  me  in  this  way  how  much  my 
heart  has  been  neglected  of  late.  I see  by  this  how  great  are  the  temptations  of  a 
missionary  to  neglect  his  own  soul.  Apparently  outwardly  employed  for  God,  my 
heart  has  been  growing  more  hard  and  proud.  Let  me  be  taught  that  the  first  great 
business  on  earth  is  to  obtain  the  sanctification  of  my  own  soul ; so  shall  I be 
capable  also  of  performing  the  duties  of  the  ministry,  whether  amongst  Europeans 
or  heathen,  in  a holy  and  solemn  manner.  Oh,  how  I detest  that  levity  to  which 
I am  so  subject!  How  cruel  and  unfeeling  it  is ! God  is  my  witness  that  I would 
rather,  from  this  day  forward,  weep  day  and  night  for  the  danger  of  immortal 
souls.” 

April  25. — “In  prayer  at  the  appointed  hour,  I felt  solemnity  of  mind  and  an 
earnest  desire  that  the  Lord  would  pour  out  a double  portion  of  his  spirit  upon 
us,  his  ministers  in  India,  that  every  one  of  us  may  be  eminent  in  holiness  and 
spiritual  gifts.” 

After  September  21st. — “ I am  happier  here,  in  this  remote  land,  where  I so 
seldom  hear  of  what  happens  in  the  world,  than  in  England,  where  there  are  so 
many  calls  to  look  at  the  things  that  are  seen  ! How  sweet  the  retirement  in 
which  I here  live!  The  precious  Word  is  now  my  only  study,  in  the  work  of 
translation.”  . . . “Oh!  what  shall  separate  me  from  the  love  of  Christ? 

Neither  death  nor  life,  I am  persuaded.  Oh  ! let  me  feel  my  security,  that  I may 
be,  as  it  were,  already  in  heaven  5 that  I may  do  all  my  work  as  the  angels  do 
theirs  ; and  Oh  ! let  me  be  ready  for  every  work — be  ready  to  leave  this  delightful 
solitude,  or  to  remain  in  it — to  go  out,  or  to  go  in — to  stay  or  to  depart,  just  as 
the  Lord  shall  appoint.” 


GABOON  AND  CORISCO  MISSION, 
1873. 

Gaboon. — In  closing  the  labors  of 
another  year  in  this  part  of  our  field, 
we  record  with  special  gratitude  to  our 
Heavenly  Father,  our  exemption  from 
severe  or  fatal  illness,  and  our  ability 
to  engage  almost  uninterruptedly  in  our 
work.  The  pestilence  that  walketh  in 
darkness,  and  destruction  that  wasteth 
at  noonday,  in  the  form  of  a very  fatal 
type  of  fever,  has  visited  places  north 
and  south  of  us,  and  prevailed  on  the 
steamers  that  have  called  here  from 
month  to  month ; but  it  has  not  come 
nigh  us,  no  case  having  occurred  on  the 
river.  . . . 

The  field  here  at  Gaboon  remains 
much  as  it  has  been  during  the  last 
two  years.  Intemperance  and  kindred 
vices  are  diminishing  the  aboriginal 
population ; but  other  tribes  are  crowd- 
ing down  from  the  interior  to  fill  the 
vacancies ; and  commerce  attracts  ad- 
venturers from  all  parts  of  the  coast, 
who  temporarily  reside  here.  The  in- 
fluence of  trade  continues  to  counteract 
our  work,  and  Jesuitism  is  zealous  and 
indefatigable  to  prevent  the  gospel  of 


Christ.  The  field  is  a hard  one,  but 
as  encouraging  and  hopeful  as  it  has 
been  for  many  years  past.  It  is  a moral 
battle  field,  where  truth  and  righteous- 
ness will  prevail.  Our  relations  with 
the  French  authorities  remain  amicable. 
The  last  commandant  showed  us  special 
kindness  while  here,  and  on  his  return 
to  France  wrote  us  expressive  of  sym- 
pathy and  regard.  Officials  sometimes 
attend  our  Sabbath  services,  and  a few 
of  their  children  are  in  our  schools. 

Commerce  is  pushing  itself  up  all  the 
rivers  and  creeks  in  this  part  of  Africa*, 
and  while  it  opens  up  the  way,  it  carries 
destroying  agencies — rum,  powder  and 
guns — which  often  effectually  close  the 
way  against  the  introduction  of  the 
gospel.  This  is  especially  so  on  the 
Ogovi  river,  where  one  year  ago  our 
prospects  for  entering  the  interior  w*ere 
so  hopeful.  Rum  has  been  poured  out 
so  freely  that  anarchy  and  war  seem 
prevalent. 

Bakaka. — Our  work  here  at  Baraka 
has  steadily  progressed.  Never  have 
our  Sabbath  and  week  day  congrega- 
tions been  larger  or  more  respectful 
and  attentive;  and  during  most  of  the 
year  there  has  been  pleasing  evidence 
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of  the  presence  and  work  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.  At  each  communion,  with  one 
exception  when  one  of  the  elders  was 
absent,  we  have  welcomed  new  mem- 
bers to  the  church,  thirteen  in  all; 
and  a large  number  of  inquirers  are 
still  under  special  instruction.  The 
contributions  of  the  church  and  congre- 
gation have  amounted  to  $300,  an  ad- 
vance of  100  per  cent,  upon  any  former 
year. 

Woman's  worJc,  cf  which  mention 
was  made  in  the  last  report,  has  in- 
creased in  interest  and  power,  and 
presents  one  of  the  most  encouraging 
aspects  of  our  work.  Two  native  Chris- 
tian women  are  employed  as  Bible 
readers  with  success ; and  a weekly 
female  prayer- meeting  is  well  sustained 
in  the  towns. 

Sabbath- school. — This  has  been  larger 
than  in  any  previous  year,  numbering 
about  150,  including  a young  men’s 
Bible  class  and  a class  of  adult  females. 

Schools. — The  three  schools  at  the 
station,  as  last  year,  have  not  been  en- 
tirely separate,  as  a few  of  the  advanced 
pupils  in  the  Boy’s  Boarding  School, 
and  also  in  the  Female  Seminary,  have 
attended  some  of  the  recitations  and 
lectures  in  the  Training  Institution. 

Training  Institution. — This  Institu- 
tion has  had  a smaller  number  of  pupils 
than  during  the  former  year;  as  all 
the  young  men  from  Corisco  and  two 
from  Gaboon  have  been  drawn  off  into 
trading — showing  that  their  passion  for 
trade  and  love  of  gain  were  superior  to 
their  love  for  Christ  and  the  souls  of 
their  fellow-men.  Still  seven  young 
men,  and  five  young  women,  have  en- 
joyed its  advantages,  and  have  made 
a good  proficiency  in  their  common 
Biblical  and  Theological  studies.  One 
of  the  number,  E.  G.  Lewis,  in  company 
with  Ataka  Truman,  our  helper  at 
Nengenenge,  have  just  been  licensed  to 
preach  the  gospel.  Three  other  young 
men  hope  to  follow  in  due  time.  The 
Boy’s  Boarding  and  Day  School  has 
been  mostly  taught  by  pupils  of  the 
Training  School,  and  has  numbered 
more  than  fifty  pupils. 

During  the  year  a new  Seminary 
building  has  been  erected  for  the  Girls’ 
School,  which  is  now  occupied.  The 
school  numbers  forty  pupils,  and  has 
flourished  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Bush- 
neli  and  Miss  Jones,  assisted  by  a 
native  teacher,  and  the  last  half  year 
with  Miss  Warnetta  Alvarez,  as  matron. 

Nomba,  an  outstation,  two  and  a half 
miles  from  Baraka,  has  been  resumed 
as  a preaching  place,  where  regular 


Sabbath  services  have  been  held  the 
last  half  of  the  year,  and  some  instruc- 
tion has  been  given  to  the  children  two 
days  in  the  week. 

Nengenenge  has  been  occupied  by 
Mr.  Ataka  Truman,  now  a licentiate, 
and  a Boarding  School  for  Pangwe 
children  has  been  started  by  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Awora,  formerly  members  of  the 
Training  School.  They  have  fifteen 
scholars,  and  hope  to  add  to  the  num- 
ber. 

Corisco. — Alongo  Station.  Mr.  De 
Heer’s  report : 

“Another  year  of  missionary  labor 
has  passed,  bearing  its  record  on  high, 
and  leaving,  as  we  trust,  a record  of  at 
least  something  done  for  this  heathen 
people.  God  has  given  us  comparative 
health.  For  five  weeks  our  dear  sister 
Reutlinger  was  obliged  to  lay  aside 
her  duties  and  rest  awhile,  but  in  an- 
swer to  earnest  prayers  and  fervent 
hopes,  she  was  enabled  to  resume  her 
duties,  and  has  pursued  them  unin- 
terruptedly since. 

“ Preaching. — I have  been  able  to 
preach  every  Sabbath  but  one,  when  I 
lost  my  voice  on  account  of  a severe 
throat  affection. 

“ Services. — Our  services  have  been 
largely  and  regularly  attended.  At 
the  beginning  of  the  year  I gathered 
some  sixteen  young  men  and  boys  from 
tribes  far  distant,  all  of  whom  are  now 
able  to  read  in  the  Benga  language,  and 
have  some  knowledge  of  writing  ; and 
better  than  all  this,  have,  we  trust, 
learned  the  beginning  of  all  wisdom, 
even  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  as  seven  of 
them  are  members  of  my  inquiring 
class. 

“ School.-^— Our  Boarding  School  has 
numbered  some  thirty  two. 

“ Woman's  Work. — The  work  among 
the  degraded  women  has  been  a most 
important  and  promising  feature  in  our 
work.  Daring  the  year  this  work  has 
been  supported  wholly  by  gifts  from 
friends  in  England  and  America. 
Among  other  help,  a box  was  received 
from  the  ladies  of  the  Central  Church, 
Orange,  N.  J.  Since  the  removal  of 
Mr.  Gillespie  from  the  field,  new  duties 
devolve  upon  me,  especially  the  charge 
of  the  church.  As  the  laborers  were 
so  few,  it  was  thought  best  that  one 
ordained  missionary  should  now  be  iu 
Corisco.” 

Evangasimba  Station.  — No  report 
has  been  received.  Rev.  S.  L.  Gillespie 
had  charge  of  the  station  during  the 
year.  A boy’s  school  was  started,  but 
failed  on  account  of  Ukuku  and  other 
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difficulties.  In  June  Mrs.  Hendricks 
and  Miss  White  arrived.  A girls’  school 
was  then  begun,  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  H.,  but  was  abandoned  in  conse- 
quence of  her  failing  health.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Gillespie  relinquished  their  care 
of  the  station  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
and  having  asked  for  dismissal  have 
returned  to  America.  The  Evanga- 
simba  church  has  been  transferred  to 
the  Alongo  station,  and  is  to  be  hence- 
forth known  as  the  Corisco  church. 
Mr.  de  Ileer  is  the  stated  supply. 

Mbangwe  Station  still  continues  in 
the  care  of  Rev.  Ibia  J.  Ikenje.  It  is 
an  industrial  establishment,  as  yet  quite 
incomplete.  A school  is  sustained,  and 
boys  and  young  men  are  gathered  from 
the  various  tribes.  Mr.  Ibia  continues 
his  preacuing  services  at  Eloby  with 
some  encouragement. 

Benita. — Mr.  Murphy  writes : “This 
has  been  a year  of  blessing,  notwith- 
standing some  discouragements.  During 
the  whole  year  the  Bolondo  station 
remained  vacant.  There  were  two  of 
the  Christian  young  men  who  had 
charge  of  the  place,  and  holding  the 
usual  meetings  of  prayer  there.  Rev. 
J.  C.  de  Bruynkops  continued  at  the 
Benita  station  until  the  latter  part  of 
April,  when  he  felt  it  necessary  for 
him  to  return  to  America.  I was  then 
left  alone,  having  the  assistance  of  Miss 
Charity  L.  Sneed,  who  continued  her 
work  among  the  women  with  very  great 
encouragement.  Personal  y I felt  the 
loss  of  Bro.  Kops.  But  it  surely  had 
the  effect  of  stirring  the  native  Chris- 
tians, who  began  to  think  that  God 
might  deprive  them  of  missionaries. 
There  has  been  a real  interest  among 
the  Kornbe  people,  and  the  work  has 
steadily  progressed,  and  the  gospel  is 
more  than  ever  appreciated. 

“ Church. — The  church  is  in  a hope- 
ful condition.  It  now  has  a membership 
of  forty  two.  During  the  present  pas- 
torate of  nearly  two  and  a half  years 
there  have  been  fifteen  excommunica- 
tions. All  these  were  under  suspension 
before  we  took  charge  of  the  church, 
and  most  of  them  for  two  or  three  years. 
Only  one  of  this  number  has  evinced 
any  desire  or  purpose  of  returning  to 
the  faith  and  obedience  of  the  gospel. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  has  been 
during  this  time,  eleven  hopeful  con- 
verts baptized,  and  three  infants.  These 
‘are  our  glory  and  joy.’ 

“ CJass.  — The  Catechumen  Class 
numbers  fourteen  members,  who  are 
being  carefully  instructed  in  the  wav 
of  life. 


il  Sabbath- school. — The  Sabbath-school 
has  been  superintended  by  Mr.  Ebuma, 
one  of  the  elders,  and  with  success  and 
encouragement.  It  numbers  about  one 
hundred  and  twenty. 

“ Services. — The  congregations  on 
Sabbath  have  been  large.  The  ap- 
pearance and  deportment  of  the  people 
on  Sunday  has  been  highly  pleasing 
and  unexceptionable.  Externally  there 
has  been  real  progress  in  civilization, 
especially  among  the  women.  All  the 
prayer  meetings  have  been  faithfully 
attended  by  the  Christians,  and  not  a 
few  coming  from  the  towns.  They  have 
been  very  interesting. 

“ Schools. — These  are  English  and 
Benga.  The  boarding  school  numbers 
about  twenty-five.  About  forty  have 
been  under  daily  instruction.  There  is 
a great  desire  for  education.  Miss 
Charity  Sneed  has  instructed  the  wo- 
men in  reading  and  sewing,  and  has 
had  several  girls  under  her  care.  The 
people  are  anxious  and  willing  to  send 
their  girls  to  the  mission.  Benita  being 
far  removed  from  trading  influences,  is 
a most  suitable  place  for  a girls’  school. 
Cannot  this  willing  people  have  this 
blessing? 

“ Out  stations. — There  are  two  out 
stations  ; Batta  on  the  north,  and  Hauji 
on  the  south.  These  are  accomplishing 
good,  and  the  two  Bible  readers  are 
really  earnest  and  zealous  Christian 
men,  and  seem  to  love  the  Lord’s 
work.” 


* STATE  OF  INDIA. 

There  is  no  need  in  the  present  re- 
port to  add  to  the  testimonies  given  in 
former  years,  which  establish  the  suc- 
cessful results  and  growing  power  of 
the  labors  of  missionaries  in  India. 
Every  year  enlarges  their  number  and 
value.  From  the  pulpit  of  the  cathedral 
of  Westminster,  as  well  as  from  the 
plains  of  Hindustan,  the  knell  of  de- 
parting Hinduism  is  tolled.  Notwith- 
standing its  profession  by  at  least  an 
hundred  millions  of  souls,  and  that 
enormous  number  falls  short  of  the 
truth,  “ I do  not  shrink  from  saying,” 
says  Professor  Max  Muller,  “that  their 
religion  is  dying  or  dead.  And  why? 
Because  it  cannot  stand  the  light  of 
day.”  And  after  enumerating  a few  of 
the  many  deities  wTorshipp»d  by  the 
Hindus,  he  adds,  ‘*Ask  any  Hindu, 
who  can  read,  and  write,  and  think, 
whether  these  are  the  gods  he  believes 
in,  and  he  will  smile  at  your  credulity. 
How  long  this  living  death  of  national 
religion  in  India  may  last,  no  one  can 
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tell.”  These  words  are  an  instructive 
commentary  on  the  language  of  the 
writer  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews — 


“ Now  that  which  decayeth  and  waxeth 
old  is  ready  to  vanish  away.” — Report 
of  English  Baptist  Miss.  Soc.,  1874.

CONVERSIONS  THROUGH  COLPORTAGE. 

A most  intelligent  and  devoted  pastor,  writing  from  Colorado , says : 

“ The  Colportage  work  has  done  much  for  our  missionary  fields.  We  have 
met  and  conversed  with  riot  a few  who  refer  their  conversion  to  the  printed 
tract  or  religious  book  brought  by  the  faithful  colporteur  to  their  homes. 
We  know  of  one  church , on  the  slope  of  the  mountain , made  up  almost  exclu- 
sively of  persons  who  were  brought  to  Christ  through  this  humble  agency. 
There  are  districts  of  country  which  cannot  be  reached  by  settled  pastors, 
whose  fields  of  labor  are  necessarily  circumscribed.  There  are  settlements 
and  scattered  homes  that  may  not  be  visited  in  our  day,  unless  we  can  send 
to  them  the  tract  distributor,  who  should  drop  the  seeds  of  divine  truth  along 
the  way,  the  fruit  of  which  may  be  gathered  after  he  has  passed  forever  from 
sight.  Our  missionaries,  on  their  knees  if  need  be,  will  plead  with  our 
Assembly  to  give  all  the  churches  of  the  land  an  opportunity  to  contribute 
annually  to  an  agency  which  God  has  so  signally  blessed,  and  to  which  they 
have  been  so  greatly  indebted  in  prosecution  and  supplementing  of  their  own 
arduous  work.” 


COLPORTAGE  IN  WEST  VIRGINIA. 

The  Presbytery  of  West  Virginia  covers  the  entire  State  of  that  name,  and 
among  its  mountains  and  valleys  are  numerous  and  promising  missionary 
fields.  The  Presbytery  itself,  by  its  Committee  of  Benevolence  and  Finance, 
says:  “Many  parts  of  our  commonwealth  are  not  only  destitute  of  the  means 
of  grace , but  a much  larger  part  is  at  the  mercy  of  ignorant  (nay,  many  of 
them  false)  teachers .”  The  Board  of  Publication  has  three  colporteurs  at 
work  in  that  Presbytery,  and  of  them  the  Presbytery  says : 

“ Our  Board  of  Publication  is  doing  a noble  work  in  many  of  the  destitute 
places  in  our  bounds.  Our  colporteurs  are  busily  engaged  in  circulating  a 
most  excellent  Christian  literature,  and  one  which,  in  the  more  remote  dis- 
tricts, is  being  eagerly  sought  after  by  many  of  the  people.  Their  number, 
however,  ought  to  be  increased  manifold,  and  sent  with  the  printed  page 
into  all  our  bounds  as  forerunners  of  the  minister.  We  know,  Jrom  personal 
observation,  that  this  has  been,  and  must  continue  to  be  one  of  our  most  useful 
auxiliaries  in  the  work  of  bringing  the  people  under  the  influence  of  a pure 
gospel .” 
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TEACHING  THE  FREEDMEN. 

From  Concord,  N.  C.,  comes  a letter  from  one  of  our  good  ladies,  earnestly 
engaged  in  labors  for  the  colored  population.  It  is  so  instructive  that  we 
give  it  to  our  readers  : 

We  have  taken  the  “ Presbyterian  at  Work”  in  our  Sabbath-school  among 
the  Freedmen  the  past  year,  and  it  has  given  great  interest  to  our  school. 
We  have  commenced  the  lessons  for  1874,  on  Exodus,  a subject  doubly  inter- 
esting to  the  colored  people,  as  it  reminds  them  so  strongly  of  their  own 
bondage,  and  how  the  same  strong  Hand  has  delivered  them,  and  given  them 
their  homes,  schools,  and  churches,  which  they  regard  as  equal  in  blessings  to 
the  “ land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey.”  Our  Sabbath-school  has  had  enrolled 
three  hundred  and  thirty-six  members.  We  have  but  few  colored  people  in  our 
town,  and  most  of  our  pupils  walk  from  three  to  six  miles  to  reach  the 
church.  They  have  not  wit  enough  to  believe  with  the  “ brilliant  Gail  Ham- 
ilton ” that  the  Shorter  Catechism  is  a “ dry  crust,”  or  that  it  is  useless  to 
plant  the  Scriptures  in  young  minds  in  order  that  they  may  some  day  spring 
up  and  root  out  the  noxious  weeds  which  may  grow  upon  the  surface.  While 
the  colored  people  are  in  their  formative  state,  it  has  been  our  aim  to  plant 
our  churches  and  schools  firmly  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible,  and  of  our 
Church,  as  taught  in  the  catechism.  No  one  visiting  our  school  would  for 
a moment  suppose  that  either  Bible  or  catechism  was  tough  or  dry.  The 
pupils  have  the  past  year  recited  twelve  thousand  Bible  verses,  and  over  six 
thousand  catechetical  questions.  The  eager  attention  given,  and  the  ease 
with  which  they  find  Scripture  references  concerning  the  prophecies,  customs, 
and  usages  of  Bible  times,  would  convince  the  visitor  that  the  sacred  pages 
were  to  them  no  meaningless  utterances,  but  words  of  eternal  truth.  Our 
infant  class  of  forty-nine  little  ones  have  used  the  same  lessons  and  have 
been  equally  interested. 

It  must  have  been  a very  limited  mind  that  predicted  that  the  colored 
people  could  not  be  made  Presbyterians,  and  “ Presbyterians  at  work,”  too. 
In  our  church  at  this  place  we  have  a very  interesting  young  men’s  prayer- 
meeting of  fifty-two  members,  which  meets  every  Sabbath  morning  at  nine 
o’clock.  “ Efficiency  comes  of  strong  convictions  and  positive  opinions. 
These  come  of  education  and  drill.”  If  we  expect  these  people  intelligently 
to  undertake  and  carrj  forward  church-work,  they  must  be  educated,  to  it  now 
in  their  plastic  state. 

We  thank  you,  in  behalf  of  our  schools,  also,  for  the  bundle  of  Visitors,  &c. 
These  have  been  read  and  reread,  from  month  to  month  in  many  families. 
These  attractive  little  papers  do  a world  of  good  to  these  people,  who  have  so 
little  reading,  and  make  impressions  never  to  be  effaced.  The  “ Foreign  Mis- 
sionary,” in  newspaper  form,  has  also  been  sent  us  by  some  good  friend,  and 
has  been  read  with  much  profit,  and  we  hope  soon  to  have  our  annual  Sab- 
bath-school collection  for  Foreign  Missions  ready.  Please  interest  friends  of 
the  cause  in  our  Infant  Seminary,  to  help  us  build,  that  our  work  may  be 
enlarged  and  our  hands  untied. 

Several  numbers  of  the  Presbyterian  Sabbath- School  Visitor  lying  before 
us,  give  evidence  of  the  vigor,  excellent  taste,  and  devout  spirit  with  which  it 
is  conducted.  It  is  admirably  adapted  to  interest  and  instruct  Sabbath- 
school  children,  and  should  be  introduced  to  all  our  Sabbath-schools. — Pres- 
byterian Banner.

BOARD  OF  CHURCH  ERECTION.

In  time  of  war  it  is  important,  not  only  to  have  a well-trained  &nd  well-equipped 
army  to  fight,  but  it  is  also  important  to  shelter , as  far  as  possible,  the  troops,  and 
keep  their  powder  dry.  If,  from  neglect  of  this  duty,  the  soldiers  are  disabled 
and  the  magazine  stores  become  useless,  the  army,  however  large,  will  be 
ineffective.  So  also,  to  an  advancing  army,  it  is  all-important  to  entrench  them- 
selves as  they  go,  that  they  may  be  able  to  hold  the  ground  they  have  gained. 
Nor  is  it  sufficient  to  have  a brave  and  dauntless  phalanx  if  there  be  no  scouts  sent 
out  to  reconnoitre  and  gain  the  necessary  information  as  to  the  condition  and 
movements  of  the  enemy.  This  is  a difficult  and  perilous,  but  all-important 
duty,  and  those  who  thus  hazard  their  lives  deserve  to  be  supported  by  the 
regular  regiments,  whose  movements  so  much  depend  upon  the  reports  of  these 
scouts  ; and  if,  for  want  of  this  support,  they  are  taken  prisoners,  or  overpowered 
by  the  superior  force  of  the  enemy,  it  would  be  to  the  everlasting  disgrace  of  that 
army,  and  in  all  probability  result  in  their  defeat. 

Now  the  Christian  Church  is  the  army  of  the  Lord,  making  war  with  Satan 
and  his  legions.  This  war  is  not  only  defensive , but  aggressive.  The  command  of 
the  Great  Captain  is  “ forward  ” — for  the  kingdoms  of  the  world  are  all  to  become 
“ the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ.”  It  is  not  enough  that  the  churches 
already  equipped  be  supported.  It  is  not  enough  that  we  as  a Church  stand  up 
nobly  in  defence  of  the  truth  here,  where  it  has  long  been  planted ; we  must  send  out 
our  pioneers— the  missionaries — to  spy  out  the  land,  and  send  back  their  reports 
to  the  Board.  And  as  they  gather  around  them  little  bands  and  organize  them 
into  churches,  they  should  have  the  means  of  casting  up  an  entrenchment, 
and  providing  a shelter  for  each  of  these  feeble  churches,  that  they  may  not  be 
suffered  to  die  from  exposure,  nor  be  scattered  by  every  wind  of  false  doctrine. 

To  make  this  provision  and  to  avoid  this  loss,  your  Board  of  Church  Erection 
is  designed,  and  it  is  admirably  adapted  to  the  work.  Its  aid  comes  just  at  the 
proper  time — after  the  little  church  has  exhausted  its  own  means — feels  its 
absolute  need  of  help,  and  at  the  same  time  feels  that  it  has  too  large  an  investment 
in  the  enterprise  to  suffer  it  to  fail.  A little  help  at  such  a time,  when  their 
activities  and  anxieties  are  all  excited,  how  much  it  encourages  and  strengthens 
them  for  the  work  of  usefulness  upon  which  they  have  just  entered.  The  church 
building  completed  and  paid  for,  its  doors  are  not  closed  by  the  sheriff,’ in  default 
of  contract,  but  stand  wide  open  to  receive  and  shelter  all  who  are  willing  to  take 
refuge  there.  It  is  a peaceful  citadel,  not  merely  for  the  protection  of  the  truth, 
but  also  a mighty  engine  for  its  dissemination.  The  missionary  feels  now  that 
the  gospel  banner  has  been  firmly  and  permanently  planted  there,  and  that  his 
gospel  labor  is  no  longer  “ an  experiment. v The  point  has  been  taken,  and  shall 
be  held  for  Jesus.  His  burden  of  care  and  anxiety  has  been  lightened — his 
efforts  are  more  vigorous  and  effective,  and  now,  with  the  assistance  of  those 
recruits  that  he  has  gathered  around  him,  his  warfare  becomes  more  aggressive 
upon  the  kingdom  of  darkness,  and  soon  another  point  in  the  advance  is  gained — 
another  entrenchment  thrown  up — another  fort  built,  and  thus  the  gospel  soldier 
with  his  inspirited  band  goes  on  from  victory  to  victory.  We  have  a recent 
demonstration  of  this,  in  the  successful  labors  of  Dr.  Goodall,  who,  less  than  two 
years  ago  commenced  to  preach  at  Fergus  Falls,  an  entirely  new  field  in  Minne- 
sota— in  advance  of  the  railroad.  Having  organized  a church  and  Sabbath-school, 
his  next  care  was  to  shelter  the  flock,  which  he  did  by  securing  the  completion  of 
a neat  and  comfortable  church  edifice,  free  of  debt.  Hardly  was  this  completed 
before  the  Doctor  had  made  his  way  twelve  miles  further  into  the  wilderness,  and 
at  a point  called  Western  has  organized  another  church — the  first  in  the  place, 
and  here  with  the  aid  of  this  Board  he  is  building  another  gospel  fort.  The  man 
that  can  thus  endure  hardness  as  a good  soldier  of  the  cross,  and  in  less  than  two 
years  organize  two  churches  and  build  two  houses  of  worship,  is  doing  a good 
work,  that  should  put  to  shame  some  of  our  younger  men.  If  the  Doctor  lives  long 
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enough,  and  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  is  not  consolidated,  I should  not 
wonder  if  he  reach  the  Pacific  coast — building  his  forts  as  he  goes,  to  hold  the 
ground.

ADVANCE. 

At  time  of  present  writing,  only  a part  of  the  figures  which  usually  go  into 
our  Annual  Report  are  at  command.  Those  we  have,  however,  go  to  show  that 
notwithstanding  our  financial  straits  forbade  increase  of  laborers,  and  even 
required  retrenchment,  there  has  been  a very  encouraging  advance  in  the  success 
of  the  work  of  our  Church  among  the  Freedmen.  Their  churches  number  12 
more  than  they  did  last  year.  The  number  added  on  examination  194  more — which 
is  an  average  to  each  church  of  7 and  a fraction,  against  6 and  a fraction  last 
year.  The  whole  number  of  communicants  is  9,274,  which  is  1,045  of  an  increase 
during  the  year;  and  the  number  of  Sabbath-school  scholars,  6,109,  is  an  increase 
of  400.  Also,  the  money  raised  by  our  churches  among  the  Freedmen,  and  their 
parochial  schools,  is  more  by  several  hundred  dollars  than  the  amount  thus  raised 
last  year. 

Reports  from  the  field  show  also, .that  in  addition  to  the  large  sowing  of  good 
seed  in  the  hearts  of  the  young  by  our  missionary  teachers,  our  schools  are 
beginning  to  tell  extensively  in  the  work  of  training  teachers  for  their  own  race. 
Thus,  15  of  our  schools  report  134  of  their  pupils  as  having  taught  a portion  of 
the  year,  mostly  in  vacation — in  all,  406  months — oyer  33  years  ; — their  schools 
enrolling  about  5,634  scholars,  and  the  amount  received  for  their  services,  in 
cash  and  boarding,  about  $8,000.  Thirty-three  of  these,  while  teaching,  super- 
intended Sabbath-schools,  which  enrolled  1,908  scholars.  Such  advance  surely 
encourages  enlarged  effort. 


LITTLE  children’s  PRAYER-MEETING. 

A teacher  in  Tennessee  writes  as  follows : “ There  is  still  a religious  interest 
among  us.  To  illustrate : To-day  at  noon  the  little  girls  went  into  the  back  room 
to  play ; soon  one  came  asking  that  the  boys  should  be  sent  out,  which  was  done. 
Then  I heard  singing ; soon  a messenger  came  saying,  { Teacher,  may  we  have  a 
prayer-meeting?’  I went  in  and  tried  to  explain  the  nature  of  true  prayer,  telling 
them  that  to  play  prayer  is  a mockery — when  one  bright  little  girl  said,  ‘ Why, 
teacher,  we  mean  it;  we  want  to  pray  truth.’  ” 

AN  EARNEST  SABBATH  SCHOOL  WORKER. 

A missionary  in  L , Ky.,  writes  as  follows:  “My  work  here,  I think,  is 

encouraging.  Sabbath-school  quite  full,  and  members  of  the  church  seem  to 
take  a deep  interest  in  the  work.  One  of  the  teachers  I make  special  mention  of 
as  bidding  fair  to  become  a very  useful  member  of  the  church,  and  a diligent  and 
faithful  Sabbath-school  teacher.  Every  Sabbath  this  winter,  rain  or  shine,  she 
goes  and  gathers  up  from  fifteen  to  twenty  little  boys  and  girls,  and  brings  them 
to  the  Sabbath- school  and  teaches  them.” 

Later. — “ With  the  opening  of  spring  it  seems  that  the  people  have  just  opened 
their  doors  and  poured  out  their  children  into  the  streets,  to  be  gathered  up  by 
our  little  Sunday-school  missionaries.  One  young  lady  yesterday  came  into,  the 
school  with  sixteen  little  children  that  she  had  gathered  up  out  of  the  streets. 
Our  Sabbath-school  is  in  a flourishing  condition.” 
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AMONG  THE  PINES. 

Two  sisters  occupy  a home  together,  and  teach  a large  school  in  G.  W.  church, 
among  the  pines  of  South  Carolina.  One  of  them  writes  as  follows  : 

“We  are  getting  along  comfortably,  and  enjoying  our  work;  our  home  is  not 
lonely.  At  least  we  do  not  get  lonesome.  Haven’t  got  time.  Our  school,  although 
decreasing  some  in  numbers,  decreases  not  in  interest.  I am  very  much  encour- 
aged about  the  progress.  I never  had  a school  that  accomplished  more  in  the 
same  time.  Besides  the  scholars  reported,  there  are  several  that  work  at  home, 
and  come  into  school  an  occasional  day  to  compare  and  get  needed  assistance. 

“We  started  a Sewing-school  for  the  girls  last  Friday  afternoon,  with  thirty 
present.  Sister  received  $20  from  Mrs.  Ledyard  of  Philadelphia  for  it.  My 
night-school  is  flourishing,  and  the  Sabbath-school  continues  as  interesting  as 
ever.  Pray  our  Father  that  He  may  bless  his  word  as  we  teach  it  from  day  to 
day,  and  that  we  may  be  servants  with  an  eye  single  to  his  honor  and  glory.” 

CHEERING. 

A minister  in  S , North  Carolina,  writes,  saying:  “We  closed  a very  pre- 

cious communion  last  Sabbath  at  this  place.  Trembling  with  emotion,  many 
wept  most  profusely.  Even  the  cool-headed  wept.  The  cup  of  some  overflowed 
with  joy.  I never  saw  the  like  of  it.  The  place  was  a Bochim.  ‘ ’ Twas  most 
sweet  and  precious.’  The  glory  of  the  Lord  seemed  to  fill  the  house.  I preached 
on  ‘Christ  Wonderful.’  Is.  ix.  6.  ’Twas  heaven  begun  below.  Oh  for  grace  to 
praise  the  Lord ! With  four  additions  and  two  restored,  we  feel  somewhat 
encouraged.  This  makes  55  added  during  the  past  year.  Collection  $10.56  : the 
largest  we  ever  took  up  at  the  close  of  the  sermon.  There  was  a great  rush  to 
give.”

The  Sustentation  Committee  will  report  five  or  six  thousand  dollars  of  debt,  in 
paying  up  to  March  1st,  so  far  as  quarterly  Reports  have  been  sent  in.  Their  next 
pay-day  will  be  June  1st,  when  another  quarter’s  obligations  will  be  due  to  the 
p istors  under  the  scheme.  The  receipts  must  be  kept  up  by  the  contributions 
of  the  churches,  or  the  Committee  will  not  be  able  to  pay  the  men,  and  already 
there  is  much  distress  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  been  obliged  to  wait  for  the 
treasury  to  be  replenished.  The  deficiencies  of  funds  for  our  great  home  work 
are  alarming.  We  are  glad  for  the  heathen  that  they  are  well  provided  for.  But 
our  own  country  must  soon  become  heathen  if  the  home  operations  be  discouraged 
and  curtailed.  Now  is  the  time  for  a bold  movement  forward  for  Home  Evangeliza- 
tion and  Pastoral  Sustentation.  The  Church  means  to  sustain  these  departments 
of  her  holy  enterprise,  and  the  servants  of  Christ  who  have  labored  on  the  field 
will  not  be  left  to  want.  Churches  should  not  neglect  to  send  in  their  contribu- 
tions from  apprehension  of  any  change  in  the  arrangements  for  this  part  of  the 
work,  as  the  money  is  already  earned  by  our  men,  and  must  and  will  be  paid. 


FROM  THE  FIELD. 

“ , Indiana,  November  18. 

“ The  Sustentation  Scheme  has  done  a noble  work  for  our  rural  chuiches.  Its 
influence  will  never  die.  The  standard  of  support  has  been  raised  at  least  twenty- 
five  per  cent.,  and  the  ratio  of  giving  has  wonderfully  improved.  Systematic 
benevolence  has  been  more  generally  cultivated.  For  twenty  years  I have  toiled 
in  these  rural  churches,  and  had  finally  become  discouraged,  till  this  scheme 
originated  5 and  it  has  inspired  hope  and  confidence,  and  it  is  my  earnest  prayer 
and  my  best  wish  that  it  will  be  maintained. 

“One  of  two  things  must  be  done — either  we  must  abandon  our  rural  churches, 
or  we  must  have  some  such  a scheme  as  the  Sustentation.  Our  churches  which 
have  been  organized  twenty  and  thirty,  and  even  forty  years,  are  but  little  in 
advance  of  their  first  organization,  and  some  of  them  have  greatly  deteriorated, 
and  all  for  the  want  of  a pastor,  supported  and  permanent.  These  churches  have 
had  preaching  one  or  two  years  at  a time — then  vacant  two,  three,  and  even  five 
years — and  thus  all  that  was  gained  was  finally  lost.  Our  Home  Boards  ought 
not  to  undertake  any  more  work  than  they  can  carry  through  to  self-support. 
This  temporary  supply — now  preaching,  now  vacant — is  a perversion  of  minis- 
terial talent,  and  an  entire  waste  of  missionary  funds.  The  Sustentation  Scheme, 
supported  liberally,  and  carried  out  according  to  its  first  plan,  will  in  the  end  save 
men  and  money.  For  this  scheme  I offer  my  daily  prayers.” 

“I  believe  in  the  Sustentation  Scheme,  and  for  the  sake  of  still  working  under  it 
have  agreed  to  preach  at  9 A.  M.,  at  11  A.  M.,  at  3 P.  M.,  in  three  different  churches, 

on  the  same  Sabbath.  I live  in  D ; S is  six  miles  away.  I will  preach 

there  at  9,  in  D at  11,  then  go  seven  miles  and  preach,  at  3 P.  M.,  in  0 . 

The  three  churches  can  raise  $240  each.  The  Sustentation  Scheme  has  proved 
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itself  a success.  It  has  infused  new  life  into  dying  churches.  It  has  taken  the 
wheels  out  of  ruts  where  they  have  run  for  twenty  years  or  more.”

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COMMITTEE  ON  BENEVOLENCE  AND  FINANCE. 


The  Chairman  of  a Pjesbyterial  Committee  writes,  that  for  three  years  efforts  have  been  made  in 
the  Presbytery  to  carry  out  the  plans  and  principles  of  the  Assembly’s  Committee  on  Benevolence 
and  Finance,  and  they  have  resulted  in  raising  the  gifts  to  the  Boards  from  $19,485  up  to  $43,015. 

Another  reports:  “ The  influence  of  the  Committee  on  Benevolence  and  Finance  has  been  far 
greater  and  wider  than  their  receipts  from  the  churches  would  show.  But  few  of  the  churches, 
relatively,  have  adopted  the  views  of  the  Committee  in  full;  but  a very' large  proportion  have 
adopted  them  in  part.  There  are  but  eight  in  the  Presbytery  that  now  use  the  older  method  of 
annual  appeals  without  pledges.” 

A third  reports  that  nine  of  their  churches  which  have  adopted  the  system,  have  given  to  the 
Boards  the  past  year  more  than  double  the  amount  that  the  remaining  forty-nine  churches  have 
contributed,  which  have  not  been  systematic.
